had but 20 cents, Mr. Estey said. 
Since August 1 this year, when 
the education tax went into effect, 
about $365,000 had been received 
he told the audience and this figure 
was boosted to $750,000 by addition 
of the school lands tax. 
PAID OUT MILLION | 
Yet in that tax period the gov- 
ernment had paid out $1,000,000 t 
schools in the form of grants, $250,- 
000 more than it had received in 
actual revenue earmarked for the 
purpose, 

The government had advanced 
$135,000 to school teachers through 
school boards, he added, and loans | 
to married teachers and loans for 
supplies had boosted government 
education expense even higher, 


Government _ disposal of the 
education tax proceeds has come 
under fire during the first two days 
of the present confe ce, with 


charges that the revenue was not 
being used to benefit teachers as 
expected, | 
REVENUE SLUMP 

In the period from May to De- 
cember, provincial revenues had 
slumped more than $1,000.000 this 
year compared to 1936, Mr. Estey 
said, in spite of the imposition of 
the education tax 

This year's revenue in that 
period totalled only $8.511,000, he 
stated,

tze unless they determined they 
were vessels used for military 
purposes by Chinese forces.” 


“Naval authorities also gave 
strict orders against a repetition 
of such mistakes by exercise of 
the greatest caution in areas 
where there were vessels of 
third powers, even in circume 
stances where such caution in- 
volves loss of opportunity of 
attacking Chinese forces.” 


“In addition, strict instruce 
tions have once again been 
issued to them to take the great- 
est possible care that attacks 
are not made upon lives and 
property of the British and 
other nationals.” 


“The Japanese government, 
too, are studying and expect to 
give effect to all possible means 
of realizing the above aims.”

Honors Lit 


OTTAWA, Dec. 30. — Cana- 
dians will not figure in the 
King’s New Year list of honors 
and awards, according to the 
best information available here. 
Reports from London that fur- 
ther honors might go to Lord 
Tweedsmuir were received here 
with interest. 

It is not unusual for British 


subjects temporarily resident in 
Canada to receive honors from 
the King, but since the present 
government took office there 
have been no recommenda- 
tions sent to London. 

After a long period during 
which the custom of recom- 
mending Canadians for honors 
was suspended, following a re- 
solution of the House of Com- 
mons adopted in 1919, it was re- 
sumed during the regime of the 
Conservative government under 
Prime Minister R. B. Bennett. 

A large number of Canadians 
shared in the annual New Year 


and birthday awards of King 
George V commencing with 
New Year, 1934, and ending 


with the defeat of the govern- 
ment in 1935. The last awards 
came in the birthday list of 
June 3, 1935. 

Mr. Mackenzie King has stead- 
fastly opposed the award of 
titles to Canadians and the Lib- 
era] opposition criticized the 
Bennett government for reviv- 
ing the cusiom. Mr. Bennett 
claimed the resolution adopted 
in 1919 was not binding upon 
succeeding parliaments.

* THE FIGHT FOR HEALTH 

The doctors are always devising plans to hurt 
their own business. Or. to put it more precise.y, 
they are always discovering that disease, checked 
on one front, has attacked on another. 

The Canadian Medical Association proposes 
to urge before the Rowell Commission that a 
medical research council be established, to work 
in conjunction with the national research council 
in a specific search for causes, cures and pre- 
ventives of cancer and “infantile paralysis.” 

The proposal will have the moral support of 
the public, beyond any doubt. The prevalence, 
and increasing prevalence, of cancer would 
justify any expenditure of time and money in 
finding out what causes it, how to prevent it. and 
how to cure it. And the so-called paralysis has 
now become public enemy number two in the list 
of widespread and baffling human ailments in 
Canada. 

In the year that is closing more than 4,000 
Canadians were afflicted with poliomyelitis, 
most of them children. Hundreds of the victims 
died, and a thousand more were left temporary 
or permanent cripples. In recent years it has 
struck all parts of Canada, first the western prov- 
inces, and this year the older and more densely 
settled. Relatively a newcomer among widely 
spread diseases, there is none that is now more 
generally feared. 

The health of the world’ is growing better; 
witness the years that have been added to the 
life average in civilized countries. Thanks for 
this is mainly due to the doctors and to the 
enlightenment of the public regarding rules of 
health. But the battle never ends. The enemy 
never Rives up. He only shifts to new ground, or 
adopts some other weapon. Cancer and the 
newer scourge are two points where the fighting 
now has to be done, and against these the re- 
sources of the nation should be marshalled with- 
out stint.

TOK YO’S WAR DIET 
Japan's drive for wartime economy has 
reached the carnivorous animals of the Tokyo 
Zoo.

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‘WHISTLING BOY GONE? 


Another criticism of modern youih is that 
the boys have stopped whistling. This comes 
from old London. The condition is so notice- 
able that one citizen has written to the Times 
about it; and when a subject is aired in the 
Times, surely it is of international importance. 
This writer suggests that the intricacies of jazz 
music baffle the puckered lips of a boy who 
merely wants to whistle but will follow an air 
if it isn't too difficult. 

But if this additional reflection on youth of 
today is justified there must be a variety of 
reasons. One obstacle will not prevent a boy 
whistling. What about the crooners’ songs? 
These droning melodies can’t be whistled by a 
lively lad, and must be more discouraging than 
jazz music. .It is a poor choice he has. None 
of these tunes is in the same class for willing 
whistlers as “Johnny, Get Your Gun” and other 
rollicking songs seldom heard now. 

A little thought on this serious subject will 
reveal that it isn’t music alone, of whatever 
kind, that is responsible. It is reasonable to 
infer—as the question has cropped up in Lon- 
don—that only city boys are concerned; only 
boys who, as it were, dwell in the midst: of 
elderly nerves. 

“Sh-sh-sh!” is responsible. Let the office 
boy tune up, and immediately a chorused 
“Sh-sh-sh!” stops him in mid-note. No matter 
where he starts, cold eyes are focused on him, 
and if he doesn't stop he goes hopelessly off 
the key—if any. This is very discouraging to 
youthful musical talent, and may account for 
the high place still held by the “old masters.” 
Another handicap in congested centres of pop- 
ulation is that there are few lonely graveyards 
to pass on a dark night, when whistling is a 
necessity for others than juveniles.—Toronto 
Globe and Mail. 


LOWER PRICES; MORE SALES 

Up to April 15, 1926, the tariff duty on all 
classes of automobiles entering Canada was 35 
per cent. On that date it was lowered to 20 per 
cent on trucks and cars up to a value of $1,200, 
On cars over $1,200 it was lowered only to 2742 
per cent. 

In 1925 there were 161,970 cars produced in 
Canada. In April, 1926, tariff was lowered. In 
1926 production mounted to 204,727; in 1927 it 
was 179,054; in 1928 it was 242,054; in 1929 it was 
262,625; in 1980 it was 153,372. In that year de- 
pression began to take full effect and thereafter 
was the determining factor. 

But certainly the lower tariff in 1926 was 
followed by a tremendous increase in produc- 
tion instead of the decrease forecast. Is there any 
reason to suppose the result would be different 
now? 

Incidentally, the increased production in 1926 
over 1925 was 42,957 cars and the increase in 
employment in automobile factories was 1,604. 
At that rate, adding 20,000 cars to production 
now would employ something like 800 additional 
persons. 

The gains in production which might be made 
through higher tariffs are trivial. The gains in 
employment would be even more trivial. And 
the industry will have extreme difficulty in con- 
vincing Canadians that behind higher tariffs 
prices will be lower. That will be an utterly new 
experience for this country. 

But experience in merchandising everywhere 
has shown that production can be increased by 
building sales through lower prices. It is axioma- 
tic that as prices decrease sales increase. And the 
more cars there are on Canadian roads the more 
employment there will be in selling, servicing 
and replacing parts, a branch of the automobile 
business which provides far more employment 
than their manufacture. But that is another 
phase of the automobile tariff question.—Saska- 
toon Star-Phoeniz. 


WHAT WESTERN CANADA MEANS TO

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Your Health

While our necks are not as freely movable 


as those of birds, we move them quite frequently 
when it is necessary to turn the head during 
ordinary action. This flexibility of the neck is 
not appreciated as a general rule; however, the 


patient who undergoes an attack of wry- 
neck or stiff neck suddenly appreciates the com- 
fort coming from the ability to turn the head at 
will. 

A stiff neck is quite an uncomfortable ex- 
perience while it lasts. Fortunately, in most 
cases the stiffness lasts for only a short time and 
disappears within a few hours or days; although 
in some cases it may persist even longer. One 
does not realize how much the neck is used until 
such stiffness occurs, after which many of the 
movements of the head become painful. 

Usually with any form of stiff neck or wry- 
neck only one side is affected, the muscles being 
stiff and contracted most frequently on the right 
side. 

In some cases this contraction is caused by 
rheumatic toxins settling in the affected muscles 
due to exposure or to a cold draft. When one 
awakens in the morning with a stiff neck, the 
usual cause is a strained position during sleep 
which may have caused pressure upon either the 
muscles or the nerves supplying them. 

The back part of the head is pulled toward 
the shoulder of the affected side, with the face 
being raised and tilted toward the other side. 
Usually the stiffness is apparent to the observer 
as the patient carries the head in an unnatural 
manner. 

Wry-neck is often readily benefited through 
the application of heat to the stiff side, as heat 
will help to relax the tightened muscle fibres 
and will also bring a better blood circulation. 

Another helpful treatment is a treatment 
given by a graduate of one of the manipulative 
schools and sometimes only one of these treat- 
ments will bring complete relief. However, if 
the trouble has been present for several days 
before the manipulation is used, then repeated 
treatment may be necessary, as results are 
slower. 

It seems that those who are of a nervous ten- 
dency may. develop torticollis without any 
apparent affection of the nerves or muscles. In 
these cases, the trouble usually follows exposure 
to cold, or follows injury tHrough an accident. 

The treatment for torticollis is best applied 
as soon as it appears, for the longer the trouble 
exists, the greater the tendency for the muscles 
to become even more rigid. However, it is per- 
fectly true that in many instances, patients re- 
cover even without any treatment whatsoever. 

When the stiffness has continued for any 
length of time and when the patient has a pre- 
disposition toward rheumatism, I suggest the use 
of a short fast, which will help to cleanse the 
body of the rheumatic toxemia. During the fast, 
daily enemas are helpful.

QUESTION—Mrs. H. K. writes: “My little 
boy complains of something hard in the ear and 
I believe that there may be a hardened plug of 
ear wax. Will you please tell me how to remove 
it?” 

ANSWER: It is usually unwise for the mother 
to attempt to clean a mass of hardened ear wax 
from the child’s ear as she may accidentally in- 
jure the ear drum. I suggest that the safest plan 
is to have your doctor remove the plug. It is 
perfectly safe to drop some warm Olive oil into 
the external opening of the ear and then to wipe 
it out gently with clean cotton, but when a hard- 
ened mass of wax is lodged in the canal, un- 
skilled probing for the wax may cause an injury. 

QUESTION—Alita B. asks: “Is pineapple 
wholesome? May it be used as dessert at dinner? 
How about the juice?” 

ANSWER: Pineapple is a healthful fruit, con- 
taining vitamins A, B, and C. It is rich in the 
alkaline-forming minerals and also contains a 
digestive enzyme which appears to assist in the 
digestion of other foods, including meat. If you 
wish to use it for dessert, substitute it for the 
dessert given for any dinner in my weekly 
menus. The fruit juice is equally wholesome 
and has been used to good effect by those who 
are underweight to stimulate the appetite, the 
juice being taken early in the morning before 
the breakfast meal. An average analysis of one 
of the leading brands of unsweetened pineapple 
juice shows that the total of fruit sugars con- 
tained in it cornes to about 11 per cent, which 
is quite a high sugar content. The sugar is easily 
assimilated, even by those with lessened digestive 
power. Pineapple juice is recommended for 
both the sick and the well because it builds up 
the alkaline reserve of the body.

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 
About an hour after midnight on 
December 30, 1837, William Lyon 
Mackenzie and his party, which 


| included his devoted wife, who 


had arrived the previous evening, 
“observed a fire burning on the 
American side of the river, in the 


i direction of the small tavern and 


old storehouse commonly called 
Schlosser. .. . Its volume gradually 
enlarged and many were our con- 
jectures concerning it. At length 
the mess of flame was distinctly 
perceived to move upon the waters 
and approach the rapids and the 
middle of the river above the 
falls. Swiftly and beautifully it 
glided along, yet more rapid in its 
onward course as it neared the 
fathomless gulf into which it vane 
ished in a moment, amid the sur- 
rounding darkness. This was the 
lil-fated steamboat Caroline.” 
Here in a nutshell as a vivid pic- 
ture of an incident which very 
nearly brought war from the 
United States, The Caroline, owned 
by a Buffalo man, had been cut 
out of the ice and taken down to 
Schlosser to act as supply boat for 
the “Republic” on Navy Island, to 
which it made several voyages on 
28th and 29th. Its activities 
were soon made known to Colonel 
McNab at Chippewa and he in- 
structed Captain Drew, R.N., to 
take small boats and capture the 
Caroline as it lay along Navy 
Island. But unfortunately when 
the five boats got around the head 
of the island they found that the 
ship was not there; she had gone 
back to the American side for the 
night. Under ordinary circume 
stances prudence would have ad- 
vised that the Canadians retreat 
and not invade American waters; 
but they were filled with loyal 
valor and hatred of Mackenzie and 
on they went to the wharf. There 
they boarded the ship, after its 
watchman had been killed while 
firing on the Canadians, sent ashore 
those on board, except two, whom 
they took prisoners, and then cut. 
ing the veésel loose from its moor- 
ngs set a lighted limp so that the 
wind would set the curtains on fire 
and tried to pull the Caroline over 
to the Canadian waters; but the 
current was too strong, and they 
had to let her drift down the river. 
There is much dispute as to 
whether the Caroline went over the 
‘alls, but my analysis of the cone 
‘licting evidence is that she did not, 
Mer engines fell out before she 
reached the brink of the cataract, 
and a large portion of her burned 
woodwork went ashore near Goat 
Island.

Before the Franco-Syrian treaty, 
giving Syria virtual autonomy, was 
signed, the Arabs in Syria had been 
preparing for a rising against the 
French and had accumulated arms 
and organized an army, The sign- 
ing of the treaty left them with 
nothing to do. The situation in Pal- 
estine offered an outlet for their 
activities. 

The secret army consisted of 
Syrian smugglers, ‘known as the 
cleverest in the Near East, expert 
marksmen. Crossing the border into 
the Holy Land, despite a reinforced 
British patrol, was comparatively 
simple. Even today they maintain 
their communications with Dam- 
ascus unimpaired. 


WELL EQUIPPED 

This force crossed into Palestine 
on the night of October 15. It was 
well-equipped and well-paid. The 
rank and file received $25 a month, 
corporals get $30 and sergeants $45. 
By Arab standards this is high pay. 
For instance, Arab and Jewish 
members of the Palestine police re- 
ceive only $30 a month. A group of 
100 mounted terrorists receive $40 
a month, but they provide their own 
horses. 

But Arab sources alone are not 
enough to maintain the terrorists, 
certainly not enough to pay the 
families of those killed in action 
“the equivalent of 250 camels”— 
which has been fixed in Moslem re- 
ligious courts as $1,000. The 250 
camels was the price fixed by Mo- 
hammed for a life. 


FOREIGN FINANCING 

There is no doubt that 
foreign power is financing the 
Palestine Arab leaders, now in 
Damascus, who, in turn, send the 
money to the terrorist headquarters 
in Palestine.

These headquarters are at Nablus, 


the most fanatically religious and 
patriotic Arab city in Palestine, 
whose inhabitants, with the excep- 
tion-of a few Samaritans living on 
Mount Gerizim, are all Moslems. 

A few weeks ago the British troops 
established their headquarters 
at Nablus, but the terrorist leaders 
are safe from arrest there, as else- 
where in the country, for the place 
selected as the centre for operations 
is always a Mosque, and the Brit- 
ish, with their long experience of 
Islam, keep their hands strictly off 
sacred precincts.
